On the other hand some 
of the students were extremely upset 
because these test were required. “It’s 
an insult to your intelligence, of you 
have any!” replied Matt Nemeth. Ian 
Valerio felt “You shouldn’t have to 
take the test if you’ve already proven 
yourself with a 4.0”, but junior Carey 
Williams believes “It’s necessary to 
have these tests because too many 
American teens graduate illiterate.” 

When Dr. Licate was asked why it 
was necessary to have these tests, he 
replied, “Because the Proficiency 
Testing has become a long term state 
project that will result in telling us 
what type of diploma students will re- 
ceive starting the ’93-’94 school year. 

If you want an academic diploma you 
must pass the profiencey test.” One 
school official is upset with the re- 
quirement for all students to pass the 
test in order to graduate. Her 
thoughts included, “The state may re- 
quire the test in order to pass your 
senior year, but the state don’t know 
nothing ’bout true education.”
